1. Your aeccreadum requested the opinion of this office as to 
the correctness of your view that the Comptroller had no authority 
to disbu rse funds for longevity awards to fbreigja national eopioyees 
of Huoksii either (a) a policy decision m to the appropriateness 
of such swards was aside, or (b) the Director of Central Intelligence 
individually approved each award. In part, you premise this view

2. Sot only section 71* of Title 5* of the Code, but also sections 

69 £ec. 1764) and 70 (JUb., sec. 1765 ) might be held to substan- 

tiate your position in the matter because all three provisions, in one 
way or another, militate against the payment to government employees of 
extra compensation or allowances, etc. However, these need not be 
considered in detail because v@ consider longevity awards to have been 
excepted flroa their prohibitions by Public Liar 7^3 (33rd Cong., 2nd oess., 
63 stat* 1116 (1954)). Section 30* of this statute authorises the heads 
of agencies tot 

. . incur necessary expeases far the honorary 
recognition of, civilian officers and employee* 
of the Government ... who perform special acta 
or services in the public interest in connection 
with or related to their official employment.* 

We believe that extraordinary lengths of service would constitute 
"special services" within the meaning of the law. 

3. The cited Comptroller General's decision ruled against the 
disposal of federal real property, i.e., lands, tenements and heredit- 
aments, by an age®cy"15®S without the prior consent of Congress on the 
ground that unilateral disposal of such property transgressed the
